Abstract 


The belt retractor for an occupant restraint system has a 
frame, a belt spool having a pair of flanges and rotatably 
mounted in the frame and a locking mechanism for selective 
blocking of the belt spool. A wheel member provided with an 
10 external toothing is mounted on one flange of the belt 
spool. A locking pawl is biased by a spring that engages 
with the wheel member. During the normal operating state of 
the belt retractor, the locking pawl is held by means of an 
solenoid so that it is disengaged from the wheel member. 
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
